The first place in the catalofoe of áctHti^l 
must I»* gvien to the stnggeririg task of provid­ 
ing protection, food, clothing and<ghetUr ^for 
800,000 Jewish war-orphan.s, bereft of one or 
both jui^ntg, either through the war or because 
of pogroms, and wfco have, in many cases, wan­ 
dered hundreds of miles away from their native 
towns, who have been living, and dying, on the 
roads, on unfriendly city streets and subsisting 
on roots and grass or the crusts they may find 
in deserted houses. 
Hungry, cold, naked, they 
are growing up without education 
or 
moral 
training, and they are dying by the thousands. 
Two hundred thousand of these orphans are in 
the Ukraine, and it is predicted that 95,000 of 
them will die before help can be brought to them. 
And 400,000 Refugees 
Next is the problem of some 400,000 refugees 
who have fled from the* Ukraine and from other 
pogrom-lards, driven out of almost every com- 
munity in which they eeek shelter. 
Thousands 
of them are living in the open fields or foresta, 
exposed to diseases which threaten to become 
epidemic. The J. 1>. C. has a great medical unit 
Europe which is grappling with the epidemics 
of typhoid and typhus which are decimating th« 
ranks of these hapless retugees, and which, un­ 
less checked, may cross the Atlantic.
